FIRST BALLOT SHOWED 
DELEGATE

ARMORY. BALTIMORE. June 28. 
After an all-night session of turbu­ 
lent scenes and unexpected motions 
and votes, the convention adjourned 
at 7:25 this thorning until 4 o’clock 
this afternoon. 
Before 4 o’clock the police were al­ 
most swamped at the doors. Thou­ 
sands massed the 
entrances. 
Dele­ 
gates had difficulty in threading the 
throng. A turmoil began inside short­ 
ly after noon. The galleries amused 
themselves cheering candidates 
and 
waving flafS. But few delegates were 
in their seats as the assembling hour 
approached. 
Trases cf Storm Removed 
When all traces 
of last 
night’s 
storm had been removed, 
save the 
tired faces of the 
delegates, 
the 
Armory was again packed to the roof 
for what promised to be the most 
portentlous session of

ment of the railway company, except 
where condemnation proceedings are 
necessary.

MAIL SERVICE MAY BE 
HALTED BY SITUATION 
WASHINGTON, June 28.—The sit­ 
uation caused by 
the 
appropriation 
shortage, and' threatening the peti­ 
tions of the postal employes, caused 
the issuance of the following state­ 
ment today by 
Postmaster General 
Hitchcock: 
"If proper provision is not made for 
continuing the mail service, the effect 
will be felt throughout the country. 
Three hundred and thirty-live thou­ 
sand postal employes will have their 
pay stopped immediately, nor can they 
continue in the mail service because 
they are forbidden to do so by statute. 
The threatened cessation of the mall 
service would work terrible hardships. 
The postal machine is stupendous. To 
have its 
activities 
stopped 
would 
shock the nation’s confidence in the 
government.”

The cnampagne bottle has 
to be constructed in aU its parts of 
an almost mathematical

by Investigator 


It Is only natural that California, 
with Its well developed 
fruit 
and 
grain Industries should 
be troubled 
with all sorts of pests. 
In order of 
economic importance, Insects natur 
ally come first. 
Anything therefore 
which tends to keep 
in check the 
great hordes 
of 
injurious 
insects 
mutt be considered a direct benefit 
Probably next to 
insect 
parasites, 
birds are the most important factor 
in checking the increase of insects. 
This brings about an important prob­ 
lem the solution of which, 
to 
say 
the least is difficult. 
For on onfe 
side we have certain birds which act 
as checks on insects 
and 
on the 
other side the same birds causing 
considerable loss by their 
depreda 
Mons in the orchard and grain field. 
One of the most noted birds be­ 
longing to this general class is the 
meadowlark. 
That its depredations 
in grain fields are real must become 
evident when it is known that in the 
last two legislatures hills have been 
introduced taking 
protection 
away 
from this bird because 
of 
Its de­ 
struction to 
sprouting grain. 
The 
continual complaint against this bird 
by ranchers and the strong defense 
of the bird by others caused the Fish 
|and Game Commission to take up a 
I scientific investigation into its food 
habits. 
As the only fair test of the value 
I of a bird to the people of California 
; is a thorough knowledge of the food 
I habits of the bird throughout 
the 
; year, it was determined 
to obtain 
this knowledge by field work sup- 
j plemented with stomach examination 
of birds taken 
in 
many 
different 
; parts of the state each month In 
the year. 
Many interesting 
things 
that have been demonstrated in the 
work thus far are of general interest. 
Abundant proof of 
the 
depreda- 
i tions of the meadowlark in the grain 
fields has been afforded by the stom­ 
ach examination. 
Birds taken dur­ 
ing the winter months are found to 
contain little else than 
grain. 
As 
many as thirty kernels of oats with 
enough hulls to account for as many 
more grains have been found in a 
single stomach. 
In the field investi­ 
gation it has been found that the 
birds prefer oats and often do con­ 
siderable damage to a field, especial­ 
ly where the birds are numerous and 
the amount of grain small. It is in­ 
deed astonishing to see the skillful 
way in which the birds follow the 
drill, and digging down beside 
the 
sprout, pull out the kernel. The fact 
that meadowlarks 
damage 
a field 
only when the sprout is just coming 
through the soil and not after it has 
reached a height of two 
or 
three 
inches, makes the period 
of 
time 
during which damage can be done of 
short duration. 
The fact that oats 
and wheat are the only grains dam­ 
aged to any extent also minimizes 
somewhat the amount 
of 
damage 
done. 
After' the 
presentation 
of 
this 
side of the bird's life the question 
naturally arises: 
Can the meadow­ 
lark possibly pay for 
the 
damage 
done, by destroying injurious insects 
which would also cause a loss to the 
rancher? 
The investigation hns not 
progressed far enough to admit of a 
final answer. 
However, 
some defi­ 
nite statements can be made as to 
the value of the meadowlark as a 
destroyer of injurious insects.

of beetles, 
cut­ 
worms,' grasshoppers, crickets, ants, 
and w'ood crickets (commonly called 
Jerusalem crickets). 
As a destroyer of cutworms and 
grasshoppers 
the 
meadowlark 
is 
probably unequaled by 
any 
other 
bird. 
As many 
as 
sixty-six 
cut­ 
worms have been found in a single 
stomach and as many as thirty pairs 
of mandibles of grasshoppers. When 
it. is known that tho time of diges­ 
tion of these insects is only two or, 
three hours, it becomes very evident 
that the number of these injurious 
insects destroyed in a day 
is very 
great. 
It thus 
appears 
that 
the 
birds in the same locality where they 
do damage, later on perform a val­ 
uable service in 
exterminating in­ 
sects which are well known 
as de­ 
stroyers of grain. 
It will be noted that 
there 
has 
been no attempt made to take either 
side of the question but rather to 
simply state facts. 
The 
thorough 
knowledge of the food habits of the 
meadowlark which will, be available 
when the investigation is completed 
will certainly furnish abundant evi­ 
dence as to the real value of this 
bird.
